_ POWER FOR SMALL BOATS. 
AVALON, Aug. %.—Charies R. Wil- 
lett of Los Angeless, who is the guest 
of his brother-in-law, Charles Had- 
dock, has an invention out of which 


is an electric motor designed for pro- 
pelling a skiff or any small craft, and 
may be attached to them at the stern 
with a couple of thumbscrews in a mo- 
ment of time. The apparatus consists 
of three storage batteries, which weigh 
about fifty pounds each, which are 
Placed in the beat at any point and 
used as ballast. The motor itself is 
contained within a ball six inches in 
diameter, to which is attached the pro- 
jelier and rudder. To this bail is at- 
tached an upright standard, on which 
is the clamp, and which terminates at 
the top in a small ball, which con- 
tains the switch from which the motor 
is manipulated. Also at the top of this 
bar, to the handle bars of a 
bicycle, aré the insulated wires, con- 
necting the motor and battery, and 
these wires are also used for steering 
from any poirt in the boat. The motor 
ia submerged in the water and can be 
regulated as to depth by a clamp in 
the bar. The movable motor has worked
